So too did the 
rarl.si.-in mobs during the Hovolution keep their 
courage up by sin.ijing the Marseillaise at the sack- 
ing of a palace. So too In the American Civil War 
did the soldiers on both sides march gaily into iMttlc 
to tunes too numerous to mention. So too have we 
r.ow in our own time such soul-stlrrlng songs as 
Glo^'anczza, the Internationale, the ilorstwosselllcd. 

This is all most confusing, .Music, It seems, hath 
charms to soothe the s.ivagc (or any other) breast; 
it also hath charms to stiffen the sliiews summon UP 
the Wood disguise fair nature with Imrdfavorod rage 
and simulate the actions of t!ie tiger. Is short, 
music should bo handled with care.
